PROMPT ACTION TAKEN 

By tho Pre.siil(!nf, OlFicci's and Direc- 
tors of tilt! i'rovinciiil Royal 
,lu))ili!0 Jlcspital. 

They JIavo Aiisuiiicil Charge of the 
Sniallpox Outbreak, and Will Pro- 
(;t!ed to Stami) It Out. 

What the Provincial Goveriiiiieut litis 
Doiio-Dr./J. 0. DoifiQ: Appoiutcd 
General Hcal^. Officer. 

Prompt and rigid measures have been 
taken to stunip nut the smallpox outbreak 
in tliis city, and fiirllior to prevent a spieud 
of tlio unwlioicsoino diseasio. Citizens may 
now ru3t .is3ured that the matter i.4 in sale 
liaiulH, for tho jjreaidciit, ollioers and 
ilircolora of the Provincial Royal Jubilee 
IfospilLil have taken it' up, backed by 
I'rciiiicr Davie, tho Provincial f'.ovcrument 
and tlio nmnioipal aulliorilies. 

Tliia, in aubdtance, i.s tho result of a 
mectini; hold kist night, in Ilia lJuurd of 
Tiado rooniB. It was called by Mr. Joaliua 
I) >vies, president of the jjubilee Hospital, 
and to it were invited members of the Pro- 
vincial Covcrnmciit, !oi;al ircdical iiirii, MU 
WorHliip Major l>oavin, and llio imin icipul 
.lUllioi itics. It was S:.'iO o'clock brhiiu Liic 
ini-eliiig waH called to order. Tlii rj wt iu 
then jiriifi'iit : Mr. Davics, in the cliair, imil 
.\Icasra, C'liiis lliiysviird, Ji. (Inrdoii, AIc.k. 
Wil.r.n, I) .M. Kb.rts, AI. 1". R, M A. Mc- 
< >iiadc, 1. I!r avtrnuiii, and IC Cnnv U dt> r, 
dirccKiia; DoctiT.H Davic, JI iiiin^^toii and 
U.iHi ll; His Worship, .Mayor licavcii, rc[)ic- 
.iciitiiig the ciiy, and Hon. .). II. 'I'min r, 
I cpriacntirf^ tlic I'nivincial (iuvcnnnciit. 
Hon. Theodore D.ivie, Premier, and Dr. 
Ml In.ckcii came in a little lati r. 

When President Davies called tlie meet- 
ing to order lie made a brief Btateiiient of 
what he harl done ao far. He ."iaid that at 
l:.'iO p. ni. Or. iJ.ivIe had informed lilin that 
an ii junction liad been issued reBtralniiig 
the city of Victoria from going ahead witli 
the erectiou of a quarantine Btatlon at Roaa 
bay. Ho was also informed lliat at a nicut- 
ing of the medical Kenlluine'ii of the city hold 
duriiig the morning ttiey hud decided to uak 
for the use for smallpox patients 
of the infectious diseases vaid of 
the Jubilee hospital temporarily, but 
tt3 this building was only idjimt 15(1 
feet from the ^eneial ho-pltiil ho had 
decided that he could not reuoiniuend . that 
I his be granted. When tie heard of the in- 
juuutiou he had a conference with Hon. Mr. 
Davie, Premier; M»yor 15 aver, Dr. Milne 
and Dr. Davi-, and a:> a re.-'Ult of that con- 
ference, he Iiad come to the conclusion tliat 
the lioipitiil authorilies would have to erect 
hpeoial biiiltluif^i nn tli.'ir ^rriUiKh in onler 
lo cope with tin; disease. 'I he fact of the 
mat ter waa that, the smallpox had gone so 
far tliat s mic decihivc actii'ii was neceaaary, 
and as I'l c.-'ident of the Hospital lie felt tliat 
it was Ilia duty to do ull tiiat was poasibl.j lo 
meet, the oim rgency. After a lengthy con- 
ference uii li the gelitlciiieu rained, he li nI 
agreed that tho i'lovineiijl Koyal Jiiliilee 
llcapiial wonld take, charge of the c iaen 
broui;ht to tlu: (lU.iraiilinc station; 
it being unilci stood that tho c.iaea 
were lo bo niider tlio abaolntc 
control of tlie meilicil stall'. He w,i« 
absured liy menibeiH of the niedieal stall 
tliat they coiiM contiiie the oui break to the 
place they located tho (luaraiitim; station, 
and tbete lieing tho tacts, ho had taken 
upon liiii'Belf I ho responsibility "f ordering 
1 h it iiiiiidings bo erected on tlie Hospital 
lii ounds, south of tho ilitcli towards Cad- 
iioro Hiy road, alioiit SUO f<ict from the 
ho!-pital.' MiJ9 Ilurdy, the matron of the 
hospital had volunteered to act as nurse, 
anil Mayor Bea'ven bad scoured the ser- 
vices of Dr. Cronipton to act as rosident 
phyuioiatt. His(.Vlr. Davies') action bail 
been taken because of the alarming sjiread 
of the disease, and he asked tiie directors to 
aMsist and sustain ifaini in his endeavors to 
stamp out what threatened to bs an epide- 
mic. Mo might have taken upm himself 
more anthoiity than he was allowed — 
Mr. Wilson — II. ar, hear. 
Mr. Divics, continued: "Yes, I may 
havo taken tipnn my.Mi If more authority 
than is visted in mo, but I have done it in 
the jaiMic good. " 

Ho coiiliiiiicd IhftL unless strong measures 
were tak. n the re.'-ult, commercially as well 
as from a pliysioal staiiilp'iiiit, would inevi- 
tably 1)0 (lisaHlroua. Under such circum- 
stances, ho liad done wlia; ho considered his 
in inifont luity. The city had agreed luli. or 
ill the c.^ponso, aud if the liospital wa.y to 
be run as a provincial iustiiulioii iu the 
public good, supported and maintained by 
the public, it certainly ought to be equal to 
biicli all eniereenoy. 

Dr. .I.e. Davio followed, first going into 
h taila of the Bhainelcas laxity ol the Do- 
minion (ioveriiinent, i)unrantino laHS. Ho 
iid not bluine Dr. Maciiaiigliton Jones, who 
liad evidently done his duly us provided by 
law, but the law did not go lialf far enough. 
But now the smallpox was hero, it was 
be considered that tho epidemic 
had, so far, not been coped 
with, and the city was in a far worse posi- 
tion than it was in a week ago. Tho mu- 
nicipal uuthorliiefl, no doubt, through, no 
fault of their own, were nonplussed, hut 
the fact yi!t remained they were non- 
plussed. \Vlieii ho heard of the Injuiiciion 
g.inst llie IvObs liny buililiiig, ho hud coii- 
illted with .Mr. Divies, president, of tlie 
iJubilio Ilosuital. Ho wi-diod his p isition 
ill I Ilia re.i-iiect p'aiidy stated. The Itoyul 
I'roviijcii.i .Jubilco Hospital was not a 
miiiiiciptil insLitntioii, and It had not even 
ed from the city of Victoria a f lir 
support, whilo on the other l;and, it hud 
been iniidc a place of ireatmeiit lor indigeiii 
patients, whoshould liavo been cared for by 
the city. liut in spite of all ilns 
it mii.it bo Hiidei stood, t-no, the 
reason for having the Jubilco Iloa 
pital was that It sliould conduce to 
the public gcoil. It; was built to bo llior- 
o'udiiy "seliil, mid not, to bo a show place, 
alilioiigli a lirut clasa showing liad bei n 
made so far. Of course the treatment of 
stnallpox oases was oulsido their juriadio- 
lion, but in face of tho fads why should noi 
tiie lio8[iital authorities grapple wiili ihe 
opidemie and conquer it it tliey could ? He 
brielly detailed what would liavo to be doue 
and concluded:. . 

"And gentlemen, I tell you plainly and 
on my own responsibility, that the best 
way of dealing with the smallpox is for iis 
to lake it np and see it through. You won't 



be Injured in any way ahd-h&vo an oppor- 
tunity of doing a world of good and gaining 
Indnite credit." (Appkuae.) ' " 

Mr. Wilson drew attention to what ho 
called the gross hegleot of the quanuatioo 
regulations, and cited inataaoes of how the 
China steamers had brought disease in. He 
protested strongly against tho hospital 
grounds being used for smallpox quarantine 
buildings, and claimed the president had 
exoooded his Hiithoiily in wh'vt he had 
done. Ho su.'g. ated that the injunction bo 
diaregarded, ami lIiu patients put down on 
the [ioaa l!ay groiiiida, even if the penal' y 
of the law had to be p lid. 

Dr. Hauington agreed that there was no 
doubt the .Juiiilue Jloapitid doctors couUl 
cope with tho di.sease, but lie was of op- 
inion that the Kiiaa 15. ly stalion, if available, 
would bo tho most satisfactory all round. 

Hon. 'L'heodoro Davio rocaded tho results 
of the meeting ot tii-.dieal gi nilemen in Ida 
oliieo in the moniitig and ttaieil that tho 
dc/ctors hiid theti deciiied hy a uiiaiiimous 
vote that the princi|do of u^iiig the .Jubileu 
llo-[ii|:d i/inuiiilM if available had then 
beta derided upon. The Hofs ijay site 
for the lioapital was practically out of tho 
question now, fur no patients could bo 
placed there until the injiiiicllon was dis- 
solved, and It would not ho argued proba- 
bly until Monday. But what in the niean- 
tiine was to bo doue with the iiillicted ? 
Hero, hy to-morrow (Sunday) morning, 
there could be actioir.niod ition held on the 
hospital grouuils for them, aud why wait 
It was not, he asserted, a question of 
money, for what was one, two, three, four 
or Qve hundred dollars in a case of this 
kind, when the lives and safety of tho oom- 
iiiiiuity was at stake t tSuoh considerations 
c uild not be allowed to cut any figure in 
the matter. Sucgly action had been de- 
layed long enough a'ready. Then one 
giMitlcman had auL-gcsted that the 
oily fly in the teeth of tho con- 
stituted authority, and put the pa- 
tients nut at Ross Bay and pay theptn- 
alty. 'i'hat was an miieiisouablc; propo- 
sition which no aeiiiiiblo m;iii «<iuld fall in 
with. .So f.ir as tho hiifpital groutuls were 
con M-nied, there was no danger of uu iii- 
juuct ion bi'ing issued iigainst tliu erection 
of tho builiiiugs or the placing cf patimis 
iliorr, us a matter of fact, i lie ho.spital 
grounds weto under proper condilioiis the 
very iilaco for the- troatiiieiit of such case^, 
and tlie matter litid now come down to one 
of safe precaution and was not one of d(d- 
laia uiui cents at all. Money was out of 
the (juestion. 

Dr. Il.iniiigton— "liut if an injunction 
wcie granted what would we di,? 

Hon, Mr. Davio — You can assume there 
will be no Injunction. 

Dr. Hauington — Iu that case put them 
there. 

Mayor Bcavcn In a lonflthy speech oon- 
teiidtd that what Mr. Davies, the presi- 
dent, had done was mont reasonable and 
correct action. His only condition in 
making the agreement hatl been that the 
buildings must be ready by to-morrow, 
(Sunday.) 

Mr. Gordon thought the question needed 
no more discussion. - It hatl.-oonie -dowu-to 
the uiiiiple proposition of whisther it would 
bo advisable to have the quarantine station 
on the hospital grounds or not. 

Mr. Eberts moved, secoude.'l by Mr. 
(Gordon, that-tbe action of the president be 
endorsed. 

Mr. Wilson : If tho injunction against 

Llie Hubs Way site is di.'-solved, whiit tluu ? 

.Mr. Dtvies: Jly Idea is to go at the 
stnallpox and liatidU; it until it is over and 
tho tliieatened e'liiileiiiic is averted. All 
the harm that C I II bj done to the hospital 
will be dnno when the liral case is taken on 
tho grounds. 

Mr. Wilson : Then we establish a prece- 
dent ! 

Mr. Davies — My agroeiiicnt with Mayor 
Meavon is, that wli. n tho epidemic is over 
the buildiugs are to lie luirii'tal ilown. 

After souie further lemaiksllio reaolution 
carried. 

Ituii. Mr. D/ivio aniioimccd that at the 
anirgi stion of tho medical men in the city 
Dr. tJ. C. Divie had been aj pointed medical 
health 1 ilieor for the province; also, that ho 
had received a telegram Iron) Vancouver 
stilt ing that at a joint iiieeliug of the City 
Councils of New W'eatininster and Vancou- 
ver he had been urgoii lo endeavor to have 
a Provincial liooid of Health appohiled. 

On motion. Dr. Cronipton was elected a 
incuib'T of the consulting medical stuir 
of the hospital and nurse Hardy 
was uppointad chief uuree of the quarantine 
still ion. Drs. Davie, Hanington, Hasell 
and Holnicken were named n special com- 
mittee to look after the smallpox, Dr. 
Cronipton to act under their instructions. 
Tho meeting then adjourned. 

HF.rmjiL .ni;.v i\ sr.ssi».>. 

There was a good utteiidanco of nirdiciil 
gentlemen at the ollico of the I'reiiiiet', Hon. 
Theodore Divic, yestenlay moniiiig, whe'ii 
tho smallpox question was thoroughly dia 
cussed in ull its pliivsos. 

Hon. Dr. J. S. Helineken occupied the 
chair, and Dr. Huaill acted r.a secretary. 
Hon, Mr. Davie, after eiiplaining tho ob- 
jects of tho mefting, re(|iiehtod that the 
ginilemen would expiess iheiUi-elveb freely, 
BO that all tho light possible would bo 
thrown on tho matter. The chuiniian, In 
a brief hut exceedingly forcible spuech, 
opened tho discussiou. Ho did not, he 
suid, propose to go into theories as to how 
the diaeuse had been brought to Vicuria. 
It was here; that was enough to start on, 
anil while the number of cases was 
so insignificant in proportion to the 
populatiflo, it was opparent to every 
one that some immediate and eilictive 
action should be taken, first to prevent any 
further iufeotlon, und second, tu look after 
those who were now down. I'ho first 
cardinal princ plo was Btriot and rigid 
i|iiM raiiliiie. A hospital for the sick mui.i be 
found and every residence, lodging house 
and hotel where tlio disease hiid appeared 
ahould be closed up. The cardinal prin- 
ciple, however, was vuccimitloii, which 
should be compulsoiy If poasible, l.ut cer- 
tainly Itee, so that eviryoiie could havo ad- 
vantage of it, iiiid none could bo excused. 
Ho ■aiggialoil that; a goml supply of boviiiti 
vaeciuo should be secured and arrunge- 
iiients should H'oreover lie made to liave 
more maiitifuclured lioro that it might be 
pure and fre.sli. 

Mayor Heaven, who was present, gave ii 
brief reciial of what had been done, and toUl 
of the dillicultics the municipal aulliuritus 
h id met with in their ellurts to overconu' 
tho diteai-o. After failing In their cH'u t.4 
to secure tho old asylum on tho Indian ro 
serve, it had been decided to erect a suit- 
able building on some property at R iss b.iy 
owned by tho city. On Friday uflernomi 
the work had been started and

Criticism of tlie Ceiisua Bulletin by 
Natioiialitlfis— Nc'W Bruns^vick 
. Govcruorship. 



(From oar own Correspondent.] 
OrrAWA, July 9. — Parliament was for- 
mally prorogued to day. There was tlio 
smallest attendance of legislators for many 
years past, only '23 iiieiubei a and 17 oeiii- 
tors were present, and a slim gathering of 
sp-ctatora. Tho Foot (iuards were late in 
urrivlug; the Governor was sealed in the 
chamber before the military reached the 
building. 

In the course of the Speech from tho 
Throne, His Excellency the' Governor-Gen- 
eral said : 

The udopllon of the code of criminal law 
will coi for a great benefit on all classes 
coiicorned, and is an achievement which 
will relleot credit on the Parliament of 
('iiuada. Tho ditlicult task of readjust- 
ing the represeniation of the p' oplo in 
the llouae of Coiiiiiions in oocoi dance 
with tho census reiuiua, has been 
accoiiiplihiied with cotnparativoly little 
d stui bailee of electoral divisions, 'ind In a 
mantier thai I hope will prove to ho satis- 
factory in Its operation. 'J'lio legislution ro- 
l iting to the Norl Invest Terriioi ie.", Do- 
minion lands, railway.", patents and tho iu- 
spoetion ol provisions, and the various other 
measures w Inch have been completed, arc 
calculaled to benefit the industrial' and coni- 
inercial Interesis of the country and to pro- 
mote its general « elfaro. You huve been 
doubtless cratified by . tho announcbment 
that the Government of Newfoundland is 
likely to hold a frienaly 'conference with 
my Government on the diiTerences whiuh 
have arisen between Canada and that col- 
ony, and that in the meantime all causes of 
fuiiher dispute or irritation have been re- 
moved. * 

A representation has been made to the 
ad iiiinial ration of tho United States that 
tho ached llio of tolls which has been in force 
upon the Canadian canals for some years 
past operates lo the disadvantage of the 
shipping aud products of the United Stales 
eitizeiis on tho great Ijkes. Tho complaint 
has bei n examined and discussed with the 
nuthorilies of tho United States, and a pro- 
posil has been subiiiiltod nn behalf of my 
Ciovernnieiit that the United States will re- 
store the concessions tliat were mude on the 
part of tliiit country by the treaty of Wash- 
ington us au equivalent for concessions on 
the jurt of Canada as to the canals, but 
which wore withdrawn by the United 
States without cau.-'e so fur as Canada was 
concerned. This proposal has not yet been 
replied to, but it is lioped that the fuiriiesa 
of the position taken by iny Governiiiont 
will he duly uppreciated by the Covein- 
meiitof the United States, so that further 
iidsunderbtimding on this quistion be 
avoided. I trust that tho provisions w hich 
you have made for the public service will 
bo found ample for its demands. 

I take leave of you with the hope that 
the saci ificea which you have been oalled 
upon to make by so protracted an altend- 
unce may ba regarded as proof that your 
labors have been fiuitful of benefits to the 
Dominion, and that our peuple in eveiy 
put of Canada may .likewise be blessed 
with prosperity in the harvest soasou which 
approaches.

lirrkeley' havo been blown up, giving a ter- 
rific shock in Oakland. Tho inhabitants of 
Berkeley, Oakland and Alameda were panic- 
stricUen mid ihouaiMida sought leiugo in the 
street. The diunago doue in San Francisco 
Is found to bo greater than at first supposed, 
and in many buildings It will bo necefsary 
to give them a thorough repairing In order 
to |nit tlieniohi a condition for use nguin. 
A>. 11 o'clock fire was still raging, 
lieery building belonging to the powder 
works is either destioyed by tho force of 
the explositu or fiie. A great deal of gluts 
ia broken in the reaidcnuos. The last shock 



wrought disastrous effects' in East Ber- 
keley. 

A gentleman who was on Berkeley Hills, 
at tho time of tho explosion, says : '.'There 
were five distinct explosions, the first being 
unlocked for was not seep, but was severely 
felt, as well as heard. The se^oni. ibx- 
plosion followed in a few seconds. We 
could distinctly see the effect of the con- 
cussion on the atmosphere. This wave of 
concussion could be distinctly seen coming 
with rapid strides, and when it reached 
where we stood the full benefit of the rc^r 
of the cxplrsion reached us. • There followed 
an Imiiienso volume of smoke, and then, as 
though tho mouth of hell had opened, 
just inside tho Golden Gate a lurid flame 
shot up. Sudden'y another great wave shot 
np, followed by a den^e cloud of smoke and 
flame. Two morn followed in (juiok suc- 
ci ssion. As tho first could be seen directly 
over our liead.s, I he roar of the explosion 
broko upon us more torrifi.; than Ihe former 
ones, and even tho dumb animals show- 
ed gri!Ut fear and sought .Hhellor. Tho 
two that followed ereati d great con- 
.sl'iualiou among bulh man and beast. 
I'lio explosion. In tho force and quantity of 
powd-r destroyed, was never equalled in 
t lie United States. The loss will amount to 
§100,000. 

Three white men in the nitro-glycerine 
house and a Chinaman were killed. There 
was considerable alarm owing to tho report 
that there was aiill another maguzino which 
might explode at any moment, and that it 
contained 15 toiiaof powder. Thlsmaguziae 
has walla two foot thick and was supposed to 
stand a good aeal of shock as time passed 
aad no other explosions oucurred, tho crowd 
pressed forward to the soene of the disaster, 
but found rope stretched actoss thei road 
and the deputies .strengthened so. that it 
was impossible to gain access to the wrecked 
buildiDgs. Dr. Adams, of Blakely, and 
Dr. Steiner, of Oakland, were the first phy- 
sicians to arrive; biit, 'strange to say, there 
were but few injured and needing their at- 
tention, Four Cliinanien were hurt badly, 
but the white employes escaped aa If by a 
miracle. Loss about a million dollars. \,

HAidtAX, .July 0. — Th.ifire which started 
last night at St. Johns, burned two-thirds 
of the city, destroying 650. buildings and 
cuusing a loss of 14 lives. To day two firra 
broke out a|>oat noon in the remainiug third 
of the city, and if the high wind prevails, 
the dcctriiction of tlie entire eity will be. 
com])lete. 

Fifteen thousand people are homeless and 
neurly all completely destitute. All the 
flovernmcnt records have been burned and 
many lives have been lost, aa members of 
many families are musing. All the stores 
and .provisions ure destroyed, and fires- 
are raging all around the city. 
They elTectually prevent aU communication 
except by water. Unless succor orimeB in» 
plenty and at once many'must'die of atatrva- ' 
tion.' A nieesage from .Oat's. Cove; seven 
tniks from Bregu, says that the. village, con'- 
sisting of 26 houses, has been entirely wiped 
out of existence. The firo caugbt.from tbo' 
woods, whicn were set on fire by ashes 
on the railway track. Mres. are raging all 
around St. John's, and people are so ooin- 
pletely terror stricken that no fight is being 
made against the flames. Towns 22 miles 
distant are burning, and the smoke from 
the fires envelopes tlio island for miles, 

The most serious alarm Is felt here, and 
Urge crowds surround the telegraph odico 
waiting for nowa. The stouiner Ulunila 
sailed, to-night, with provisions fur tho 
destitute. II. M. S. Admiral and the war- 
ship l5luke also sailed with provisions 
and tents and ctinvoss to cover the house- 
less. Halifax will Bend another 
steamer on Mindny with supplies. It 
ia reported that, the British (iovernrnent 
will give £'20,000 and London City £6,000 
to the BuH'.-rers. Tho Queen's losuianco 
Company, it Is suid, wdll lose f;)l)(),000, and 
tho Phtculx §200,000. Tho total loss 
in insurance will bo S'2 .''>00,000. Tho 
loss will, no doubt, reach ten to fifteen 
million. Messages from the Newfoundland

Fire Sweeps the Caj)ltal of NcAvfound- 
ilaad— Pifteou Thousand People 
Homeless. 



ynmerons Lives Lost and. the Leading: 
Edifices Reduced to 
Aslies. 



St. Johns, Nfld., July 9.— Tho terrible 
fire whicli \vu9 reported yesterday originated 
in a amikli w-oodeu building on Long's hill, 
neftr.the top of the mouatnia. The high 
wind carried it in all direotions. The 
Masonic temple, tho Methodist college, the 
Go\ver-3lrcet Methodist church, tho niujL'3- 
tic calliedi'iila of tho Eiiglinh and Roiiuui 
Ctttholic d -iiomiiu'.lionH, u liich wore tlio two 
finest pl icea of worship iu tho city and buill 
at a cost of nearly a million dollars, the 
Oraivge hall, the palace of Bishop Jones, the

Halifax n.a(ioiideil prompt ly to the ci y for 
relief, iiiid M.iyor Kcife appoiniod a ciiin 
mittee, and will at ad to iiighD §1,000 wurth 
of food liy steamer, (i-jnoi al Sir .lolui Koss 
will forward tenls for 1,200 people, and 
Admiral Hupkina ia oo-oporiitiiig by hold 
ing tho faar, cruir<er M it;ioii'iine to traii.spori 
food supplies. It, is b.:lieved 15,000 people 
must bo homeless, as Llie city ia two-thinis 
in ashes. Tlio houses were burned frcmi 
Hirch'a Covo to the Allan Line wharves. 
Tho lUinea made a clean sweep, 
and the (Icstrnetiim is appalling. Tiie 
confiagration aturled at 4 p. in. yesterday, 
by the cureless use of a match in a barn. 
At 10 this morning the fire ceased only for 
the want of fuel. Latest reports to (i 
o'clock p.m., state that the south side is 
now on fire, and a big blszs is coming down 
Fresh water VdUey. The south side con- 
tains the oil fttotoriea and oil storea. 
Another bulletin says that the fire has 
broken out back of the city at a pointcalled 
the Northwestern road. This Is the 
southern portion uf the town that escaped 
laat night. A temporary • telegraph oltiee 
has been established at the railroad depot 
at St. Jubua. 



YICTORIA AND SAANICH. 

Tho Benefits to bo Conferred by tho BnUdlng 
of the Victoria and Sidney Kall- 
way Diseiissed. 

To TitK I';i>lTOli : — 'I'he City Council hav 
ing paaaed the by law to aid the construe- 
tioa of the railway between Victoria and 
North Suaiiich, which tho ratepuyora will 
be .called upon to ratify oc rej lot, at a ape 
oial eleciiuu to be held ou the tweatloth uf 
this month, it is pertinent to iuvesiigute 
the aobonio and determine whether the rate 
payers will be justified in endorsing the ac- 
tion of their Council. 

A careful porua >1 of the charter granted 
the Victoria and Sidney Railway Co. by the 
Froviuoial Legialutute last session .'-informs 
us thati the railway ia to be built in cun- 
forroity with the British Columbia Railway 
Act. The coiistruutiou of the road ia to be 
commenced ou or bafore May 1st, 1893, and 
tho work to be fiufahed by Soptomber Ist, 
ISOt. 

Tho Aid Bill, passed later in the ses- 
sion, autlioi ir.ta the I'rovineiiil Government 
to guaraiiiee the p.iyiiu nt. ot two per eeiitniii 
interest for a term of iwonty-tivo years on 
tho bonds of the company, said bonds not 
to exceed S:iO0,O0(J Tiro city is aslcLd to 
guarantee tliu interest npou a like amount 
for twenly-tiv(! > e.ira in the sum of three 
per centum. For the si ourify of both city 
ond Government tlie rallw.iy coiiip.iny are 
prohibited deulanng any dividendj to their 
stockholders until both city aud govern- 
ment have boi u r.^fundedany advances they 
may possibly be cj.lltd upon to make lor 
payment ot iiiluri sc. 

The City Fullieis, while cin fully iiro- 
viding for the r.:piivin( nc nf any luoiu y/ 
the city may p-isaildy (tlnnigh no', probabij ) 
be called upon to advaiic±:, have alao im 
posed several other conditions, which have 
readily been acceded to by the railway 
company. Theee coudi.ions are as follow : 
The railway shall he of standard, gauge, and 
built and equipped in first-class manner; 
construociuu shall begin on or befoie the 
first diy of October next; the road must be 
completed, within the time speoified in the 
charter; no Chinese may be employed in 
tho construction of the line; and the rail- 
way must, III) operated cintiuuously during 
the time iniereat on tho honda are guaran- 
teed, iiiunely, twenty-five years. 

In fact, tho forellinujjlit and thorougli 
cnnsideration for iho niti iMyers' inieresis 
exhibited by the uldeniun,iu their prepara- 
tion of r ile I'y iuw, is worthy of special coin. 
nieiidalion. hy showing their z -ul in safe- 
guarding ub.^o!ntely the taxp.iyors' inlorea^ 
while asking their cudorHi'iiieiit in lending 
tho city's credit to an enterprise that; will 
bijcon o a material factor iu the future 
pro.spi'rity of mir oity. 

Neiiher the city or (Joverninenb promi-ie 
to bonnn ihe nehemi', but only to lend their 
credit; for the pur pose of aelling the honda 
at a figure otherwise unobtainable in the 
money markets, for au enterprise so remote, 
were they not endon-ed by atrong iuslitu 
tious witii oatahlislied credit, like tho cor- 
poration of Victoria or (jovernniciit of 
British Columbia. Sr.ould tho city be 
called upon to pay the interest on the bonds, 
the railway company will be obliged to 
refund these ndvancea before they can de- 
clare any dividend or derive any fiuunciul 
benefit from ihiir enterprise. 

The proriiotera of the scheme Invo un- 
doubtedly gone carefully into the probaliili- 
ties of their urnleriakiny being a piying 
one, and ar- 1 sntislied upon that point, else 
tliey would not expiiid their time and 
money in their enihavors to secure a charter 
and iiiiiiiiciii il assh-iLiiiCf, which involve 
eeviral thou-iindH of ilo'lar;) outlay and 
niuob l.ibor. lirsidi u this, tliey are obliged 
by one of the p'ovisions of their ohartur to 
subHcribe to .^I'-T) 000 worih of slock, piiy 
10 per c.Mit. on s iriie iiiiim-di.itely, and be- 
ctimi: liuMe for the lnhuioe, nnder tho Com- 
pany's Act, before tliey can begin con- 
Btrncii n. 

Thai, the road will pny the, cnnip^iny is 
proliable and that it will pay tho city ia 
certain. The acreage tribntoiy to tho line 
on the Saauicli pimiiisnla ulone from which 
its bnaini'SR will be large'y drawn, amounts 
to soiiie 40,000 uonm, two-thirds (,f which is 
splendiil ugiicultural land, and every acre 
is valuable for some purpose. One thous- 
and f^uiiliea can make happy <^"d thriving 
bomfs on this peninauU aud contribute to 
the prosperity of our oity by supplying iis 
citizens with fruits, vegetables, poultry and 



dairy and farm products that are now im- 
ported from PugetSound, the Mainland and 
kaatcrn Canada. Tho writer is infornied 
that hundreda of tons of potatoes ulone 
have been brongh.t into Victoria this spring 
from abroad, every ton of which piid heavy 
freight; charges aiul dm ies besides the Uiat 
coat, and ail of this money has been drained 
from us leaving us that much "poorer. AU 
this could be obviated by raising our own 
commodities. 

As a matter of aelf-presnrvation wo must 
abandon the suicidal policy of importing 
most all we CPu^unro in living that 
has 80 lonft prevailtd in our country 
and produce such coininndities ourselves to 
as great extent aa possible. Why should 
wo import hay from tho Fraser river, grain 
from Calgary, and vegetables from the 
Sound when a bountiful nanire has blessed 
us with fertile and generous lands at om 
city's gates, upon which all of these and 
many more thiogs may be produced ir, 
abundance? 

Next after farming product;;, from whieli 
tlie r:iilway ( xpecia to derivo oonaidunibli 
triillio, Sailnicli ean supply Victoria with 
liuiidr. (la of thinixmids of eoi ds ot tiro-wooil 
at a linvt.i- price than now prevails when 
oheiip traiL-poriiUiou is provided.

Thi' day h is p issed when tho-e 
living on the Mairduid were forced to c uth' 
to the Island to iim'cliase their supplies 
liistern niilway comieclions and the growth 
of large tow ns irpon the coast have b i n the 
meiins of depriving us of wli;it we 0111:1; eou- 
trolled. We must depend n[ cA oiitmIvi i. 
and develop the reaources of our own Islmid 
Wo must keep our m iney at home and sub- 
sist upon the fruits of our own soil aa niucli 
as poacible, and give up the periiicioiu habil"" 
that has «o long ohtnined of buying the food 
we cat from onr ncighnors w hen we can pro- 
duce it for ouiaelvea. To accomiilish all this 
we must have more h.cil lailways. Wi 
want the Eatjuimalt aud Nunhimo line con 
tinned to tilt) northern end of tho Inland 
and several short lubtral roada built inio 
districts that are adapted to cultivatinn ;

Victoria ond Sidaey Railway, which will 
rerluco the coat of living, aid us iu keepiiiit 
our inorrey at home, and be the means ol 
popiilatii g the thousands of acres of uniin 
proved but fertile land lying just without 
tliH lioundaries of our uity. and furniah em 
ploymect during construe ion to hundred- 
of our p opio who, thene di pressed lirni:a, 
are auxiously seeking w oi k.

THB PROROGATION, 

Parliament was prorouucd yostorclay. The 
session was a lony one, lusting f )ur inontlii 
and noiirly a half. When what lias been 
ilonc is coneiderod, it seems very little in- 
deed, to liavo occupied so many men so lonj,' 
a tiire. Bat the tranaaotioa of business is 
■not the chief objecc which many members 
of Parliament liavo in view. There are, in 
' fact, times in whicli tlioy strain their in- 
genuity to did \^•ays to prevent biiHiiiess 
being done. Motions aro made, speeclits 
delivered and divisions forced, witli no 
other object than to binder the Goveranieut 
in proceeding with the work it has in hand. 
This obstruction ia simply miscbio%'ous. It 
is very seldom indeed that it accomplisheB 
anything worth attempting. 

The filibustering tactics of the Opposi- 
tion, for instance, did not prevent the Gov- 
-ernment passing its Redistribution Bill, or 
indeed compel the mujurity to modify 
it in tho least. \Vc are not at all iu love 
with that measure, or with tho priuoiplo ou 
which it is based, but we can see no good in 
placing impediments in the way of its pas- 
sagn through tho Legislature, after those 
who are opposed to it have exhausted their 
stock of arguments. If the debate on that 
measure had been fairly and rationally car- 
ried on tho session might have been some 
. -vreelca shorter, and the members whose 
' time was valuable might have been attend- 
. ing to their private uflairs, which were, no 
doubt, auffering for want of their per.sonal 
attention. If the men who take a 
delight iu niaUing lon;^ and windy 
speeches in Parliament only knew 
Jiov little is thought of their 
deliverances by the country, and 
hew iooonnidcrable their influenco in 
moulding public opinion, they would not 
apeak so often or so long. The effect of a 
really good speech delivered in Purliament 
ia wonderfully small either on the spot or 
amon g the people, and the impression made 
on the public minds by the bad ones when 
it !b not unfavorable, ia not perceptible. 
The Parliamentary wind-bags are nuisances 
that ought to be abated. 

The debate on the Bedistribution Bill was 
' made remarkable by the defection of two 
staunch Conservative members. Mr. Dalton 
McCarthy and Col, O'Brien had the moral 
CDurago and the iiiili;pt;nil'.'nc(! to viidate 
tho rule, "Follow your leader," which is im- 
plicitly obeyed by tho great majority of 
members on both tides of tho House. In- 
stead of getting credit for acting according to 
their convictions those gentlemen were 
sneered at by the small fry politicians of 
their party on the floor of tho Ifouso and in 
tho press. This is a bad aif^'ii. .Slavery to 
parly is juiit as Ij^'ihiIiIc und ju.'it as dtmoral- 
ining US any other kind of slavery, and the 
' politicians who resent the independent 
action of party men are doing their beat to 
keep up und to aggravate n kind of slavery 
that is most degrading, and to men of spirit 
and intelligence exceedingly galling. 

If Messrs. McCiirthy and O'lirien had 
done nothing else tlinn to prove that men 
ean refuse to submit tu the party yoke and 
still maintain tho good opinion of their con- 
stittteats and the country io general, they 
have, by raising the standard of p^iblio life, 
done good aer/ico to tho country. The abject 
submi.-sion to party leaderH expected of men 
iu this Dominion isunknownio Uroat Hritain. 
There men are not expected to do violence 
to their consciences and their convictions 
in order to keep in touch with their party. 
They, of course, give way in trifles, but 
when questions of principle aro to bo con- 
sidered, party men ciin. and <lo, act as tlu^y 
see right, without ineurri-ig tho sliglitc.u, 
re])roach from those with whom they are 
compelled to differ. Wo trust that the 
time is not far distant when, in this Domin- 
ion, manly and coDSoieutious iodeppndence 
will be respected, not only in the country 
at large, lut within tho party linos. 

No obange was made in the tarliF this 



year. Tho National Policy has been main- 
tained in its integrity. Tho (Jovern- 
nient evidently .'see the importance of sta- 
bility in all ma'tters relating to trade and 
•commerce. They sea that business is always 
damaged and loss incurred when changes 
iu tho tariff aro suddenly made. And so 
they kcej) it as nearly us posaihlo unaltered. 
During the aeaaion tho Minister of Militia 
ind tho Minister of 'Marine went to Wash- 
ington to see what could be done with the 
American Government in the way of nego- 
tiating a reciprocity treaty. They soon 
discovered that the price retjuired by the 
United Slulea for such a measure of reci- 
procity K3 they could be induced to agree to 
was Canada's fealty to Great Britain — for 
this ia rciilly what ismqant by diecriniioating 
in.trade against tho mother country in favor 
of tho' Ilnitod States. As soon as the Do- 
minion delegates found this out an end was 
put to tho conference. They could not fer 
a ninment entertain the terms [jmposed by 
the United States Secretary of State. Tho 
course they pursued, wo aro fully convinc- 
ed, meets with the approbation of ninety- 
nine Canadians out of every hundred. 

The principal (iovornment measure nf the 
session was the Criminid Law Bill. This is 
a complete code of criminal buv for the Do- 
minion. It is a great and, wo believe, a 
necessary work, and ono which will give 
Sir .lohn Thompson a high place among the 
legislators of all countries. Those compe- 
tent t'o form an opinion on tiio new c(-de, 
apiak of it very highly. It is simple 
yet comprehensive, and will, no doulit, 
make the ailniiuistrution of criminal law in 
this Dominion both easier and more effec- 
tive than it has been hitherto. This mcas- 
uro is worth afl the labor and pains be- 
stowed upon it, and all tho time expended 
io drawing it up and improving it in Par- 
liament, 

Wo cannot say that liritlsh Columbia 
was very justly or very generously treated 
during session that bus just closed. The 
refusal to grant a cliarter to the Xelson and 
Fort i^heppiird Railroad was most unjust to 
British Columbia. The reasons given for 
wiihlio'tling from it tho privileges and the 
aid asked for wero the flimsiest possible. 
It was easy to sec that the rejection of the 
charter was a foregone conclusion. 
Xeither arguments nor cln((ucnci3 could 
alter the deternuuation of the Government. 
Wo aro glad to be able to say that 
tho representatives of the Province 
did their duty in this matter. They- saw 
that the interests of not only the Kootenu^ 
district, but of the whole province, de- 
manded that it shouKl have better nieana of 
transport with the least possible deluy, and 
they did what they could to get the Nelson 
und Fort Sheppard Railway Bill through 
the Legislature. They wero not to blame 
because tho influences working against 
them wero too strong for them. 

In tho s.imo way the British Columbia 
members exerted themselves to tho utmost 
to get larger uppropriations for the province 
—appropriations (or public worka and ser- 
vices that are greatly needed — but, through 
no fault of theirs, their exertions were to 
a very considerable extent in vain. British 
Columbia did not get what its necessities 
required, nor what, in proportion to its con- 
tribution to the general revenue, it is justly 
entitled to. Tho province deserved better 
treatment at tho hands of the Dominion 
Government, " 



PROMPT A^^D ni'JNEFICENT AC- 
TIOS. 

The President of tho Jubilee Hospital, 
Mr Joshua Divies, is entitled to the great- 
est credit for his prompt and public-fpir- 
ited action in the mutter of providing a 
Quarantine Hospitu! f^.r the city. Mr. 
Davies, yesterday afternoon, took upon 
himself the responsibility of entering into 
an agreement with the City Council to pro- 
vide iiccommodation for the smallpox 
pitient.H on the Hospital grounds, trusting to 
tho Bo,ird of Directors to upliold him 
in the step he had taken. That Boaid, 
knowing how pressing the exigency was und 
seeing the necessity of immediate action, 
manfully stood by Mr. Davicaand approved 
oi what he had done, and what he iiad un- 
dertaken to do. The citi/.»ns of Victiitia 
are deejily iiid, lilted to the I'reidih nt and 
the Board of Directo; s for coniii g to tln ir 
rescue at a time when the city auth- 
orities from one cause und an- 
other appeared to be perfectly helpless. 
" A friend in need ia a friend indeed," and 
they aro frienda to Victoria in her dny of 
need. Owing to their liberality and ]nd)lic 
iipirit this city will have a (,Hiaiiiiitiiie ilos- 
pilul near at hand where smallpo.x p.itients 
will receive the most careful attention, und 
where they csn have, when it is rcrjuirod, 
tho best medical attendance. The President 
and dircctora of the Jubilee Hospital have 
taken a load of anxiety off the minds 
of the citizens of Victoria, who will breathe 
easier now that they knosv the nnfortuiiato 
smallpox patients will bo comfortably lodged 
and well looked after. It is to be hoped 
that the city authorities will now tuke 
heart, and go into the business of stamping 
out the smallpox with intelligence and 
vigor. 



LYIXO RUMORS. 

All sorts of reports are in circulation 
with respect to the smallpox in this city. 
Some busybody telegraphed to tho Seattle 
Te'cgraph that there are sixty cases within 
the city's limits, and others who, for the 
eako of having some wonderful news 
to tell, dce'are that there mo one 
hundred, oue . ^ hundred and fifty, 
and one stalwart liar, has gone to 
far as to declare that thare are two hun- 
dred! 'J he truth is, thai; tho number of 
ciitea in the city, and in the hospital four- 
teen miles from the dty, number only 
thirty -five. The authorities have the 
dianuso now well in hand, and if they carry 
out their regulations, there is no chance of 
its spreading. 

Tjn-J TIWTJI or TlllC MA TTER. 

Tlie A'lLiicouvcr Nowa-Advertisrr, com- 
menting on the spread of thu smallpox iu 
Victoria, says : "Although they (the civic 
authorities) appear to huvo been soniowhut 
tardy in the matter, if common reports as 
to tho presence and spread of tho disease 
are correct, yet it is satisfactory to believe 
that they will not allow further time to 
pass without action. " Tho "common le- 
ports" ulluded to l)y our contemporary 
were incorrect. In Juno, there wero 
two or three cases of smallpox 
in tho city, and they wero well 
looked after by tlio civic authoriliea. Tiio 
[):itieiits recovered and it was generally 
bi.'lii.-ved tiiat tho eily was ijuite clear of the 
di.scase. Jt was not until tho lirst week of 
tho present mouth that tho smallpox re- 
appeared and that it broke out simultane- 
ously in several places. It appeared as if 
tho contagion hud been spread- from one 
source and in one day. The number of casts 
<|uickly increased. It was the suddenness 
of the oiilbreuk that caused the alarm. The 
disea-'e is not of a virulent type, neither are 
tho cases very numerous, being only thirty- 
five all told. It would seem that when the 
disease appeared a second time in tho city 
iu such a singular way, tho authorities 
wero bewildered and did not know very 
well what to do. It was then that the citi- 
zens complained. Tho complaint was that 
the isolation was not sutlioient and was not 
properly attended to. Persons having the 
disease v^-ero seen on the streets, ami tho 
inmates of houses in w hich tho disease was 
known to be were allowed to remain at 
large. This state of things created a great 
deal of indignation and with good reason. 
But regulations for the isolation of 
patients and fumilico were framed at the 
meeting of medical men culled by the 
leader nf tho Government, yesterday morn- 
ing. They will be strictly enforced, and 
there will bo no longer any cause for alurtn. 
Thirty sn-.allpox cases in a city of upwards 
of twenty thousand inhabitants, need not 
create any great uneasiness, particularly 
when the patients und all who have come 
in contact with thoin are umlor strict 
([Uiiruntinc. Smallpox ia by no means a 
ditlicult disease to atauip out, if the proper 
ireans aro used. And tho proper means 
wero pointed out at yesterday morning's 
meeting.

"However alaiming 
and numerous tin; eruiitions," he says, "or 
confluent and fiiglilful they may ho, the 
peculiar action ot the medicine ia such that 
vciy seldom is a .scar left to tell the story 
of the diaea'-o. If cithur vaccine or vario- 
lous matter ia waahed with the infusion <f 
t\ia Sarracenia, they are deprived of their 
contagious properlics. So mild is tho mcdi- 
.cine to l^he taste, that it may be mixed with 
tea and coffee, lind given to connoisseurs in 
these beverages to drink, without their 
being aware .of the admixture. The medi-

Pioneer aiid the City of 'San Diego. All 
sailed in together, and the quartette now 
ride at anchor in Jamea liay. 

The average Coast catch, as estimitcd Xiy 
tho new arrivals, ia 500 skius, tho total 
being generally agreed i^pon .as between 
30,000 and 32,000. The total catch ot the 
four new coinera is 2,1S'2 skins, the Otto 
contributing '-!03, the Pioneer, 419, the City 
of Sin Diego, ,5jS, and the Mary Tay- 
lor, 91-2. 

Full particulars of tho death of Captain 
McDougall are, of course, obtained from 
the Pioneer, which, during the latter pan 
of her cruise has been commanded by Capt. 
Oeddes.- The drowning occurred on May 
14, when Captain MeDougall, '"Alec," tho 
cabin boy, and the mite, loft tho schooner 
in one of her boats after a school of sealH. 
They were lost sight of by those aboard 
fillip, who have only the story brought back 
|jy tlio male, tl;c nolo survivor of tho ill 
starred expedition. 

He says that the captain stood up in the 
boat to get a better shot, ca[)si/.ing the lit- 
tle craft, all lianda being thrown into tlie 
water. When the searching parties from 
tlie schooner, fearing that Bomethiiig hud 
gone amiss, went out the next morning, 
they founil .Mate (Jarti.'r, the only occu- 
pant of tho boat, and it almost lilled with 
water, three or four miles from theschoounr. 
He was so weak that he could hardly speak, 
and it was some time before he entirely re- 
covered. 

The captain being dead, the Pioneer 
would have been in <t bad way for a coruiio 
tent navigator, had siia not fallen in with 
the Winiind, fortuiiiitoly the same day. 
Her male, Mr. (leddes, u capable and ex- 
perienced man, kindly volunleered his ser- 
vices and at once assumed comm>vnd. Male 
Carter went with his ship to Port Etches, 
where the Labrador was fallen in with. He 
trrnsf erred to that schooner and is coming 
home on her. 

All four of the new comers were ordered to 
ketp out of Befaring Sea, the Otlo 
by the U, S. steamer Rush, tho Mnry Taylor 
by the same energetic little craft, the City 
of San Dittjo by the Corwin, and the 
Pioneer by the Mohican On lecoiving the 
warning, tho Minnie, Sap|)liiie, Lidirailor, 
Dora Sioward, and Ariel d(!ciiled to conic 
honio, and any or all (■! them may he ex 
peeled to be close at hand. The Aiiiici; Mc- 
Donald, K. I!. M,irvin, Teresa, .Sadie Tiir- 
ple, C. H. Tnp[ier, Triunijili, Mary 
Ellen, Carlotta O. Cox, and .May 
Belle will strike for Copper Lshuid, 
on the Kus.-ian side, at once.

Bleaching 
pOA'ders rapidly decompose all hydrogen 
cornpouiirU, sucli ns ammonia, snipburetterl 
hydrogen, sulphide of aninionium, phoa 
phoretted hydrog'. n; lu.d thuse are the 
g-iaes which oijc.isam nii.i.siiia. It acts r 
ally by hberaling (i.\yg(-n, and its chlorine 
vioh nlly iiecompo3!:.s oi gaiuc matter. At 
the fcaiiio time bleaching powders are a 
cheap commercial article, and hence always 
acci s.sible. In order to avoid tho incon- 
venitiiee often resulting from tho liberated 
chlorine, the ingenious device has been 
tried of enclosing the bleaching powders in 
a b.ig made of parchment paper. This bag 
leinaiiis rjuiclly where it is placed, and by 
tho princi pie of cndosinoso and e.-crjumo.se, 
thu lull elit;ut of the liberated chlorine is at- 
tained without any ii'icouvenience to the 
occupants of the house, 

Herr ICjkstein made compiralivc e.vpori 
mentswith dill'erent disinfectants, for two 
years, with the tolloiving lesults;

Lots are 
not high in prieo, rents are low, all tho 
necessaries of life are as cheap, and the 
luxuries more plentiful and tntich cheaper 
than in Spokane or the Sound cities. 

The writer describes his tour through the 
oily, and from his deacrip'ion of thetpnrts 
it is evident that he was an appreciative 
spectator. Tie pays a high tribute to tho 
hospitality accorded to all visitors, and no 
doubt if all others were to commit tln ir im- 
pressions to piper they would be equally 
favorable to those of tho contribution to the 
Spokane Review.

Better— better — vis bly iiiul distinctly. 
Sir Hiirry Yernoy, who ia upvv.irds of 
ninety years <if age, has written a letter, 
in which ho declares lus conviction tliiit 
wo are a great deal bettor llimi wo wore 
iu his youth. He instances tho general 
iinprovemeiib in wealth and the stiindiird 
of living; tho old habits of bad language 
iiiul drinlc; tho iinprovoinent of tho 
cleigy;tliu iiji|)rovemeiit of nurses; the 
ditl'erciicu between the niudorii railway 
sorvaiit°aud .tiio old 'ostler: tlio iuoreaae 
of sciciuticB tuid institutions for tho wel- 
fare, of the peoplo these things only 
touch tho surface. In a thousand other 
ways it may be shown that we have ad- 
vanced. Yet the testimony of this an- 
cient gentloinaii is most valuable. On 
the other imnd, tho^pectator, wliilo ac- 
knowledging Ihe general iruth of his 
statement, endeavors to point out cer- 
tain new dangers .uid losses. Certainly 
(ino does not believe that we :iro already 
in tho kingdom of Heaven. Tho former 
savagery, it Buys, is only clotlied, not 
dead. Now, the savage is the other ex- 
treme of the oivi ii;ed aud Christian sol- 
dier. Therefore ho will always be jins- 
sible. Manhood— the middle term — 
would be Imp. ssiblo if Eaviigory were im- 
pnsaible. ^Jext, thero is class hatred. 
I'erhiipa. liut surely not ihe ohisa hatred 
of seventy years ago; a milder, more be- 
nign f .rm of the disease. Tlieii, thoro is 
paganiiiiii iu the new pi'pular educiitioii — 
tho development of iiitellis^eiico. Per- 
haps. There has tiluaya been :i certaii\ 
piiganism in the Bchohirly and rollnotl 
classes; sinall wonder if thero appears 
s jiuethiug of the same thing tunoiig tliu 
newly educated (?) working people. J5ut 
what ab..uC tho Icrocioua old atheism of 
se\ eiity years agd? It lias nearly vau- 
ishcLl. It, i-i no longer a f<uco to be rec- 
koned with. An increased weakness in 
tho national character. Yes; but lliat is 
passing. I'no boys h ive put on the gloves 
agaii', and have taken up tho si L;le- 
acii.ks. fSo long as tho Lids lovo lighting 
the national chariicter will strengthen. 
Twenty years ag ■, indeed, we were in a 
very limp onnditiou. Tlio whole coin- 
iiuiiiity, say,s tho .Spectator, Jias learned 
"to whine for assistance— ti) sponge." 
No. That ia distinctly not the ctise. 
There is a want of "grip in the coii- 
acieiice." Perhaps. There is "a con- 
fusion of cruelty and piiuisliment." Per- 
haps. But it will not lust. It exists, 
not in tho younger generation, init 
among tho jieople over iifcy. "Educa- 
tion duvolopa cunning, malignity aud 
envy." Not so. These vices tiKvays ex- 
ist. Educa'ion only gives tliem more 
powerand more rtipid development. ''Tlie 
noto of the hour is incroused, and unsat- 
isfied desire for all things ijnudand bad." 
Well, is that so?* In all these charges 
thero is ti half trutli. These things ex- 
ist. Did they n t always e;;i.4t / For my 
own part, 1 could make out a much bet- 
ter case against t'-o advance of humanity 
than the Spectator has dono, but 1 w ill 
refrain. And yet Sir liurry Vernoy is 
altogether true. We have advanced, and 
that enormously and miraculously. There 
has ,beeii no such advance in Oieat l.irit- 
ain since tlie lifty years which followed 
the Keforiiiation. To thusu who come 
alter us this nineteenth century will 
seem like one long roinance of wonilerflll 
incidents and e.^truordinary discourses 
and startling changes, ending in what? —

Dr. Jfetlievnll Objects to Waitlnff 
Until NovonibiM- for Regfis- 
tration. 



There is now in the city a member of the 
medical profission who is having some 
trouble v. ith the Medical Council. 

S. A. Metherell, of Pdrkhill, Ontario, 
camo here a short time ago, and, desiring 
to comply with the local requirements in 
such matters, applied for r. gistration, but 
was informed that ho would bo compelled lo 
await the Autumn examinations. Inquiry 
on the pirt of the doctor developed the fact 
that, having missed tho May cxuininuiioMs, 
he would have lo refrain from tho praeiico 
of bis profession until November, as thejo 
arc but two i X iininiit ion-, of e pplicaiils for 
registration during the year. 

Nnt liking tho id a of remaining idle so 
;ig, Dr. Melberell endeavoied to liave 
some arraiig' tm iit ninde wiicreliy tho vex- 
atious del.iy might h^; avoided, but iu every 
attempt was met with the answer ; 

' There ia the Ac , and we can take no 
step outside of it." 

The doctor cluima that under tho Do- 
minion law he bus a right to prncico hia 
profession ony where, after piaaing the pro- 
per exundnatioii, and that tlieru ia nothing 
in that law to warrant tho delay imp'ised 
by the Provincial Act. He will nmko one 
more attempt to have the Medical Council 
consider his cuse, and if they fail to' do so, 
will place tho matter in the hands of his 
attorney, and endeavor I o have .i writ of 
mandamus issued compelling the Council to 
take action in the otse. 

Members of the profession will watch the 
caso with much intorcat, at it is tho first 
time atiyODO has taken such de cided steps, 
though many have complained from time to 
time of tho delay cnuaed by tho regulatimiH 
"f the Council appuinling only two dales in 
the year when upplicant.s nny be examined 
for ri gistralion. The C' uncil bases its re- 
lusal to act on .sec. lil of i bo Medical Act. 

"Tho meriibers ol the council aliall from 
time to time, an occasion may reiiuire, miki- 
irders, regulations or by • 111 WH fur regulat- 
ing the register to he kept under this Aci 
itid tho fees to be [laid tor registration, and 
~liii.ll from time to time make rules and 
regulaliuns for tho guidance of the exaniin- 
i-r.", and niay prescribe tho sulijecls and 
modes of ex.imimitinn, and general'y ni iy 
make all such ruhaand tegnlatinna in le- 
'pect of euiminationH, n- t eoiitraiy to the 
piovisions of this Act as they may deem 
expedient and necessary." 

On the other band the iloctor claima that 
under the Dominion law in sucif eases he ia 
•ntitled to bi'gin ilu- praeiico of modieimi ai 
Liiy place upnu furniahing aulisfactory uvi- 
lencH of ability and fitness, and that the 
b lay impoted by the reguloiion of thi 
.-ouucil is ono not contemplated by. either 
Diiminion or Provincial Acts. 

The supremo court will be . asked to de- 
dde the qiiestionj as Dr. Wetherell ex- 
presses his firip deterp)ination to fight the 
case to tho end. 



loculily had raised objections, ami, after 
objoutingi vocally, had interfered with tho 
workmen until it became necessary to send 
down tt contingent of policemen aa a squad. 
Then they threatened an injunction, and 
aeemed determined to stop the work. Ho 
would be glad to bear any suggestion that 
might bo made and liopeil, now that tho 
medical men were together, they would bo 
ubie to render some valuable assistance. 

Dr. Haniugton concurred in what tho 
chairman had said, and urged that, besides 
vacoinatinu, tho quarantine regulations 
should be moat striugoutly enforced. For 
inatance, where a FmiUpox patient was 
being treated in a building there should be 
no ono permitted to outer or leave except 
the physician, and all publio buildings, etc., 
where patients were located should bo prac- 
tically dosed up. 

After some desultory discussion, Dr. J. C. 
D.ivie got tho floor, and said what ho hail 
to say Ml plain, "not to be misunderstood" 
language. Dialing first with tho probable 
cause of the first outbreak, he asserted that 
there waa DO doubt tho smallpox had been 
imported and tho chances wore it would 
never have heen brought hero if tho Domin- 
ion (Joverumcnt quarantine laws had 
not been so lux. Tlio>-o laws were 
simply a farce aud afTuded little better 
than no i-ecurily at all. Then dealing wiib 
the means oi pieveiiliuu Ibe doctin- strongly 
advocated coiiipulsory vaccination, for there 
were still some people so asinine tliat they 
would not credit the fact Ihit vaecin.ltiun 
waa a preventive, and because ot the toul- 
islmejM or stupidity of these fesv tho whole 
cominunity sin iild be put uiiiler the law. 

Medic.l ireallh Oliicer Dr. .Milne made a 
statenieiit of wdial 11 id b -en done and of his 
exeitiiins by (juar.uitiue, etc. , to prevent 
the spread of tho disease. Regarding vaeei- 
n.itioii, he Slid tliat wdien tho lirst outlireak 
oeoiuri d, three week.s ago, ho bad ordered 
1,001) frisli lymph points from Palnierston, 
O'lt. , wlii re t hey were prepared, and had 
notilli d tho doctors tlmt Im w.nild supjdv 
Iheni free. Only about 500 of them had 
been taken, lln^ b.iliince being left on his 
hands. Four days ago ho had ordered a 
fresh supply, which would hj here early in 
I he coniiiig woi k, and tliei, all could be sup- 
pUffd. Further, he had all tho outgoing 
pissi-ngers by the Yosomite examined betpro 
allowing them to go on the boat and would 
(continue the same precaution. It had been 
propnsidto close up all the second and 
third class hotels in the city, but that would 
do a great injustice aud be a very great in- 
Convenieiiox to in my, but wnuhl, perhaps, 
be bstti r in tho long run. The patients out 
at the .■Albert in ad (inurantine station were 
doing well so far, aud bud every care aud 
atti'iitiii'i necesaary. 

The Premier stated that ju^t now, while 
tho iiieetiiig WIS in progics, lie h id been 
wait d npiiiibv a couole of deputations pro- 
testing ai;ainat the erection of a hospital on 
tho R!i.'<s li ly silo, and the dciegiles. who 
were much agitated over the matter, bud 
t lirea' i !ud to giit out an injuiic'ioii to pre- 
vent the nork i;ol'ig on.

Alico Stone Blackwell is a trustee of 
Boston university, but that is a "co-ed" 
Kohool. Also Rebecca Uico waa and 
probably is still a trustee of Antioch 
coUege^at Yellow Springs, O., but that, 
too, ia a schoo'j for botb' sexes. In the 
colleges whoro it ia esteemed the proper 
thing to fence girls (dl aloiio during 
tboir school years it ia usually tiLso 
osteoniod tho proper tiling to have the 
boarikt of trnstecs coniposod large- 
ly of doctors of divinity and 
mini.ster.s. 1 do not know what 
peculiar insight into a young woman's 
heart and brain a doctor of divinity litis 
that other men or women do nut liave, 
but I do know they mostly govern girls, 
jnst as in the old time they used to boss 
feinalo semiiiaries. Perhaps this was 
well enough in the day.s when tho clergy 
bud most of tho letirnin;,', but now, wlicii 
there aro hniulreils of strong, Kcliohirly 
women throughout tho country, it does 
seem as though feminine .judgment 
ought to bo vi'pre.sented in tho control 
01 girl.-i' I'lliictilioii. 1 romnii'iid this 
iiKitler to tin? iittenlion of tho collegiate 
alumni ;ia.soci:itioii, which is doing so 
much good in elevating scholarship and 
widening interests among women.

■ 'Ihe A(lTenturou« Career of a Man of Cheek- 
Skeleton Quloh. 

" rCopjrrlBht, 1892, by Charles B..Lo\rf3.] 

Nobddy know whcnco ho cinie, nnd 
nobody cuuld triico himiiftor ho gut ruiuly 
to go, but tho iidvoiituruua career cif tho 
iiiau (if uv\ny diil'eront iiM.ujca in tho stivtea 
of Ohio luid Indiana excited a Rood deal 
of admiration n3 well as disgaat. Nino- 
tenths of the adult population of any 
country havonioro'or loss synipnthy for a 
criminal, no matter what his crime, and 
an offender of Bupremo choek and pcdi e 
address has tho uhulo field to himself. 
This man niadu his start in a ainall town 
in Ohio. He royiatorod at tho village inn 
. as " James A.. Gray, of Now York," Ho 
. -was about twenty-five years old, good 
loiiking, woU dressed, and he claimed to 
be rich and single. 

The wealthii'st man in tho town was an 
eld fellow named Arnold. Ho would 
lend money to his neighbors, but always 
at big interest and gilt edged security. 
He tioyer epeculatod, gave to charity nor 
encouraged local improvements. Ho was 
BO close fiated that he had the name of 
being a miser. Ho was so suspicious of 
strangers thut ho would not have taken a 
inilliunaiio's chock for ten dollars. Tlio 
president of tho village corporation wa.s a 
"leading merchant and accounted a shrewd 
man. He laid u daughtur twenty yearn 
old whom' ho held to be too good for any 
young man in tha' county. Within three 
days of his arrival James A. Gray had 
become friendly with the old niisor and 
been intrcjiluced to the merchant's daugh- 
ter by tho merchant himself. Just six 
weeks to a day from the tinm ho entered 
the village ho was married lo the girl ai d 
they started east to make a bridal tour 
and buy mnchiuory for a carpel factory. 
Arnold and tho merchant h d each con- 
tributed ?8,000 in cash and Gray had the 
money in his pocket. Ho deserted the 
bride in Boston and she was homo within 
ten days. 

The police record proved th^t just six 
treeka later he returned to tho Ii\ickeye 
State and settled down in a town nb ut a 
hundred miles from the lirat. Hero ho 
gave his name as Charles White, and his 
address ns San Francisco, and claimed to 
bo the owner of a rich gold mine. He 
protended to be looking for a brother ho 
had not heard of for years, and everybody 
pave him all tho assiitance possible. U 'u 
first move was tp feel grateful to tlio 
shorif}' of tho county and let him into the 
mine on the ground floor. In other 
words, he sold the official a SIO.OOO in- 
terest for §3,000. Tho she ifl" liad a sister 
who had been a widow for three years. 
She was young, good looking and had 
§7,000 life insurance. As White was in 
a hurry to get back to his mine ho fell in 
love, propuacd, was accepted and tho 
marriage took place on tbo forty-second 
day after ho struck the town.,' Ho do- 
Bortcd his bride in Chicago, and he got 
S4,000 of lar money to add to the §3,000 
from tho sherili'. 

His next adventure took placo in cen- 
tral Indi na. He made his appearance 
in a town of about 3,000 inhab tants 
under the name of George H. Tompkins. 
Ho claimed to be from Boston, looking 
for a sito for a tool factor-y which should 
employ "00 men. Ilia lirst nii>ve was to 
securo an oplinn en a ten acre pla' of 
ground. He then conti-auted for brick 
and lumber in large quantities, paying 
out about 6500 more. Then he was 
ready to nrianize "The Indiana Tool 
company," and to fall in lovo with tho 
daughter of tho postmaster. Tho shares 
of the ciuiipuny were jnit at fifty d(jllar3 
each, BO that evuryboiiy could invest, and 
it was no trick at all to raise 8-10,000. 
Tompkins, of course, intended to get 
hold of this money, but was balked by 
the thick headednesa of one of the stock- 
holders. Ho had married tho girl, how- 
over, and thoy started east on a brid J 
tour. It took him eighty day.-i to bring 
thiijga about in tiiis iii-stiince, and all the 
boodle he got nut of it was the §800 the 
jiosruuLSter g;ive iiis daughlor as a wed- 
diug present. This did not begin to 
make him evon, and he left her in fiuffalo 
without a dollar. 

For the next three mcnlhg tho rascal 
was jirubiibly lying low a rnewliere, but 
at tho end of that time he roappuarcd in 
a country village not far from Cleveland 
■under tho namu of Eiuoisou Davis. He 
gave out that he was a wealthy philan- 
thnjpist, looking fur a good location to 
establish an institute for tho free treat- 
ment of cunamnptives on a new niudical 
llicory, and he piiid .?200 for an option 
on fifty acrL'3 of land. In tho town was 
a widow named Hpoonor, whoto husband 
had died of coii.suinption. On the third 
day of his arrival they were introduced. 
On the fourteenth they were married. 1' 
may eeom very rapid work to you, but he 
did even better than that. His arginiient 
in this ca.se WHS I hat he wa.s in a great 
hurry to get liis biiildiiig niidur way, ai d 
that ho had for tho til St time in \\h: 
met a woman who had iiispiretl a ten er 
passion in his hoai-t. They did not go 
away on a bridal tour. Ho bustled 
around for a week or so, talking contracts 
and options, and then wont ii)) to Cleve- 
land and leliirneil no iiKU'e. Jio took 
with him S-.t'OO of her money. 

Warrants had been taken out against 
the mail in every instance, but in no cast: 
had a reward been ofTured. For ihi.s na- 
•Bon only locd officers were on the watch. 
After leaving Cleveland ho brought ii]) in 
western Indiana, ])retty close to the llli- 
noi.s line, lie .selecteii a small town 
again, and hero he gave tho name of Pro- 
fessor C). 0. Johnson. His i)urpose was 
to open an academy, and when ho had 
taken an option on a site and ccntriicted 
for brick and lumber the town raised him 
?7,000 in cash. One of tho female tcacli- 
ers in tlio Union school was a young 
Woman named Hastings, who wa.s the 
daughter of a wealthy farmer and had 
.some property in lior own naino. It is a 
fact which can bo substantiated by tho 
police records of Cincinnati that tho pro- 
fessor pushed liis suit with such , ardor 
that tho two wore married on tho eleventh 
day of his residence in the town. A week 
later, having tuilecl to mako any money 
out of tho transaction, ho suddenly dis 
• appeared. ■ Tho adveiituior mado a 
straight break for northern Ohio, and in 
a small rail.~oad town he heat tho record 
of rapid courtsliip.s. A restaurant near 
the depot wns kept by a widow of the 
name r)f Albertson. yho was thirty-six 
years of ago and very plain lookiiur, but 
in Bomo way tho scamp had learned that 
rshe had money in the bank. He intro- 



duced himself to hor as a lecturer on 
phrenology, and expressed his desire lo 
have a wiJfe to travel with him. He saw 
her for the first time at 9 o'clock in' tho 

raorn-ng, and ot 6 in tho evening thoy 
wore married. A brother took tho res- 
taurant, tho bride drew her money from 
tho bank and H' xt day the pair started 
fin- Cincinnati. On arriving there I'ro- 
fessor Robertson, as tho maS called him- 
self, tried to get her cash, and failiii ' to 
do so walked off. ' Curiously oncjugh it 
was this plain faced, uneducated woman 
who brought ab(uib tho scamp's arrest.* 
Sho returned homo declaring v. ngeanco, 
but it was a year and a liidf before alio 
got it. 

The papers had had very little to say 
aboit the marrying man. In soino in- 
Btancoa tho afl'air had been hushed up and 
in others tho man had disappeared in 
Buch a way that foul jrlay was suspected 
or it could bo concluded that ho was out 
of his right mind. Between his marriage 
to Mrs. AlbertSDU and his arrest, eighteen 
mouths later, ho married si.x more wo- 
men. On counting up it was found that 
lie had six in each state. He had stuck 
to Ohio and Indiana, and some of Jiis 
marriages wero not over lifty miles ap'irt. 
Ilia last marriage was to a IMiss lleming- 
ton, of ]iidian;i. He appeared m the 
town in which she lived under tho n:'.mu 
of John Wortliiiigton, and clidmed to bo 
a Now York architect on a vacation. Tho 
court.ship lasted only about sixty days, ho 
claimiiii; that he wanted to go abroad to 
study French architecture. 

Thoy spent their hoiieynioon in Paris 
and tlio bride was given l?7,00(i or j;8,000 
as a wedding present. Thoy we e at tho 
depot to' take tho train when Mrs. Al- 
bortson came in on another and recug- 
iiizod the rascal oven beforo she got off. 
She was not looking for him, but liad 
coni'j to visit a sister. >Sho instantly de- 
nounced him, and was so emphatic that 
the biido fainted away and wa.s returned 
to the liouao. Wortliiiigton was not in the 
least abashed. He blandly contended that 
it was a case of mistaken identity, and 
oven suggested that ho bo detained by 
tho oRicers of the law until tho woman 
could get her brother there. To his cha- 
grin, no doubt, ihis course was pursued, 
Uo was not lucketl up, but put under sur- 
veillance, and his easy demean r and 
bland assurance satialied most people that 
a mistake had been made. The brother 
camo on and identified him. Wortliiiig- 
ton was still denying his identify as Pro- 
fessor llobertM)!! when the all'air got into 
tlie papers, and inside of ton days three 
of his other wives turned up. There 
wero no leas than seven of them present 
at his trial. From lirst to last ho insist- 
ed that it was all a mistake, and stuck to 
it that he was John Worthington, archi- 
tect, of New Y.'fk. 

The prosccuticui had provided for this 
contingency. A salesni'n for a New 
York house was in court on the day of 
oxaiiiination, and alsi) an architect from 
Indianapolis. Wcrthington had doubt- 
less visited Hew Ifork, but was not famil- 
iar with locations. When asked to locate 
tho street in which ho said ho lived he 
made a bad mess of it. Wlien examined 
ill matters porlaiuing to architecture he 
showed his total ignorance of the profes 
sion. He had a good lawyer and made a 
good .fight, but was held to tho higher 
court and remanded to the county jail.

1 said in tho beginning of this 
story that niuo-tuiiths of the adult popu- 
lation feel mure or less sympathy fur a 
criminal. I want to add that nine-tenths 
of the female aox feel a decided sympathy 
f(U' a rascally a'lvoiiturer who is young 
and gooil looking. Wortliiiigton had an 
average of twenty-five bouipii ts per day. 
The women cariieted his cell, sent biin 
chairs and books and eatables, niid it is a 
ntraight fact that most of his-wives called 
on him and shed tears and hoped he 
would not be sent to jirison. 

Tiie turnkey at tiie j lii was an oid man 
— tho father-in-law of tho sherili'. 'i'lie 
blieriir had a daughter sixteen years old. 
When the old man reali/.ed the extent nf 
)iublic syinii .thy ho was considerably af- 
fected and iuc ined to bo as* lenient as 
possible. When the young miss heard 
the sympathetic w<irda of the callers and 
noticed tears in tho eyes of the more emo- 
tional, sho made the rascal her hero and 
fell in lovo with him. He was (piiek to 
read her feelings and to encourage her. 
1 believe thi'.t ten out of the twelve wives 
visited Worihington in jail. In each in - 
KtaiK'c they arrived in town with blood in 
their eyes and thirsting for vengeance. 
In .some cases the turnkey tool; jiistols 
and daggers away from them beforo (hey 
wero admilte I. The ailveiiturer himself 
told tho sherili' that there was not one of 
the lot who did not full uptui hia shoulder 
and weep and forgive him, and esoh and 
every one left him what money sho could 
.sija e. lb is presumed that he promised 
each one to reliuii to her .alone if ho es- 
caped piison. The wive.? were so jealous 
of each other that four of them had a 
regular hiur ]iuiliiig match when they 
hanpened to uuet one day in front of the 
jail. 

Wiuthingtou v.'ould have been convict- 
ed ill'liand by any jury in the land, al- 
though by the date of his trial most of his 
wives would have refused to testify 
against him. He knew wliat was in store 
for him and he didn't want any of it. He 
slyly encouraged the .slierilFs daughter in 
her feelings and llattered the old turnkey, 
and a week befcjre the dati; of his trial ho 
walked out of the jail. The girl found 
oiiporlunity to got hold of the keys and 
lot him out. Thoy had planned an elop- 
mout. She bought railroad tickets, {rave 
him the time of the train and he wont to 
the depot as soon as clear of tho jail. 
.She joined him in time (or tho train, Init 
the tellow seemed to havo a bit of ciui- 
.science left. I lo lixed ui) a [ilan f(.>r her 
to meet him in Iiuliaiiapolis llireo days 
later and saw her start for the jail resi- 
dence before he took the tpiin. His es- 
cape was not discovered until next morn- 
ing and he was never recaptured. For 
live years no otio heard of the slick 
rascal. 

Then one day, as a Mississipjii river 
steamboat landed at Colunibus, Ky., a 
lone woman got abtpard and walked up to 
a man on tho promenade deck and shot 
liitn dead. Hor defence wos that ho had 
married and abandoned hor anrl married 
again without a divcjrco. Ho had given 
ilie name of Tlioiiius, but there was no 
question but that he was tho adventurer 



who had loft twelve wives behind him in 
tho nurth. 



SKELETON GULCII. 

It is a strange scone hero this August 
iiiorniiig in tho camp on the uppnr forks 
of tho iiig Clieyenno rivor, DakolM. with 
the Black Hills 1 oming up in tho west. 
There are six emigrant wagons in camp — 
gold seekers and their families hurrying 
to the new El rDorado. ' There are half a 
dozen horsemen besides, making fourteen 
men in idl. Breakfast has boon prepared 
and oaten, and thirteen of the men aro 
sitting in a circle. The other occupies 
the contve tied hand and foot. The wo- 
men and ehildron look on from a'distanco 
and speak in whispers. 

Is it a trial by jury 1 No. There is no 
need of a trial. Last night this man at- 
tempted robbery, murder and fiight. Ac- 
cident aidi d hia capture, and when ho 
found himself ballled ho cursod the com- 
panions with who bo had traveled for 
many days, and boas' (.'d that ho had 
meant to poison them all had not circum- 
stances prevented. Ho is guilty cm his 
• iwn admission. Ho is still cursing tho 
luck which betrayed him. He is to die, 
but how? That. is the point the council 
will decide. Listen ! Tho leader of tho 
])arty is speaking : 

" All ill favor of shooting hold u]) tho 
right hand I Six bands up. All in favor 
of hanging hold up the same hand 1 Six 
hands up. It's a tie. I vote agin' both. 
Take him up that ravine 1" 

Tho White Hills are right here to tho 
loft, and tho mouth of a dark and rugged 
gulch is only tifty rods away. Four stal- 
wart men pick tho prisoner up and carry 
him along. The leader goes to one of tho 
wagons and secures chains and tools and 
follows on. Tho prisoner struggles and 
curses and reviles as ho is carried along, 
but no man replies to him. They have 
not advanced forty feet into 'the gulch 
beforo they aro in twilight. Lanterns 
are lighted and they move along for a 
hundred feet more.

chisel and hammer ho works a liolo into 
a rock projecting from tho side, and at 
the end of half an hour his task is liiiisli 
ed. The growl of tho grizzly as ho made 
his way up and down and the his.s of tho 
serpent when disturbed by tho fall of a 
stone have been heard down hero in this 
awful 'darkncas, but never before tlu 
blows of a hammer or the whisper of liu 
mail voices, 

" For (iod's sake take me out and 
shoot or hang mo 1" 

So cries tho [uisoiior as tho men gather 
below him and are ready to go. No 
answer. They hold up the lanterns to 
SCO that he is safely fastened and then 
turn their backs on him and disappear. 

" Have mercy on mo ! Come back and 
shoot mo here I" 

They hear his voico and tho clanking 
of his chaiii.s, but no one turns his liead — 
no one pleads for hiui. Thoy omorgo 
into the sunshine, hitch up their horses, 
take their places as on the day beforo and 
in twenty minutes tho rear wagon is out 
of sight. 

Up the gulch tho man stands listening. 
Ho is li ping th .t some one will return. 
There are women and children with the 
train ; they will surely plead for him, 
The winny of a horse and tho shout of ; 
driver comes faintlj- to his ears through 
that pitch black darkness, but only once. 
Then all is (juiet. An hour ago his eyes 
were bla/.ing with fury and his speech 
was loud and vindictive. His eyes look 
terrtu- now, and his lips are so dry that 
not a whisper could pass over them. 

A h ! Is some oiio returning — some one 
who has voted that ho must die, but who 
will iilaco tho muzzle of a revolver to his 
breast and kill him out of pity '! There 
aro soft footsteps— some one is surely 
coming! No I Tis the drip I drip ! dri[) ! 
of the water as it falls off tho shelf iibove 
and strikes on tho rocky bed of the gulch. 
Me groans and curses and cries out. Tho 
r ck behind him is damp. He turns and 
licks it to cool his parched tongue and 
fevered lips. One at tho mouth of the 
gulch could hear him pant as ho tugs at 
his chain -aa he tries it link by link— as 
he sways lo tlio right and left and puts 
forili the strength of an ox.

D'd the fools think I was going to 
dig and delve for gold in the oafth I I'd 
li.ave wiped out the whole lot if I hadn't 
lost my bottle of poison — every last ono 
of 'em I It's all right, though — ha ! ha ! 
ha 1" 

Raving 1 Yes ! Tho solitude and tho 
darkness and tho tliouLdit of to-morrow 
and tho next day and the next have 
driven him to insanity. He will live on 
for several days yet, but God has been 
more merciful than man. Those wlio 
doomed him may never return, Imt hunt- 
ers and prospectors and Indians will stand 
hero and cry out in horror at the sight of 
a dead body supported by a rus'ting chain. 
No man will utter a prayer over it — no 
man give it burial.. They will gn away to 
speak of " Skeleton Quloh" and to shiver 
about their camp fires aa they rocall its 
awful blackness and solitude.

Audubon says that tho ti uu Aim iicin 
elk may bo detected by his wild under- 
growth of horns and ^tha presence of a 
bald spot between the nostrils. In the 
B. I'. 0. of E., however, this spot is 
found b tweon the organ of ideality and 
love of home. 

The Alces Amcricanus may bo detect- 
ed, therefore, by the bald spot and by his 
wearii _,i pair of waste paper baskets for 
horna,. 

The American elk is not carniverous, 
but kindly in dipposition unless picked 
on. Ho feeds upon celery and other 
tender truck imd (juenelies his thirst (jii 
apolliuaris water. He is generous to a 
fiult. Also to those in want. Natural- 
ists should nob confuse the nocturnal and 
benevolent elk of America.with the smart 
Alick of Europe. 

John Lawrence Sullivan, w'th wliom I 
once collaborated in the autlnirship of a 
novel, was at one tune an Elk, but the 
order withdrew from him luirredly and 
has been sitting with closed d lois over 
since, fearing that he may drop in some 
evening without the password and salute 
the worthy chief with one of those graiio 
hailing signs of distress which do bo 
much toward breaking down one's 
hialth.

What are the poUtical issues of the im- 
pending canvass? Some of them are old, 

as old as the National Government, and 
likely lonp; to continuo ; others nro new 
and of a jiassing character. These is- 
sues, new and old, may be cnuinerateJ 
somewhat us follows: 

1. Tho economic and commercial sys- 
tem, commonly known as protective, 
based upon tho idea that it is the business 
of governments artificially to foster, or 
even to call into existence, various 
branches of industry. 

2. Tho purilicatiiiii ,nnd reform of tho 
civil service; or, ns Mr. Cirl Schurtz onco 
tersely expressed it, "the disestablish- 
ment of the spoils system," the syat.oiii 
which the Jaoksonian Denaooracy iutro 
ducod into the administration of our Gov- 
ernment. 

3. Wlmt is known as the "currency 
question," now taking the form of a du- 
mand for the free coinage of silver at the 
national mint at ati artificial ratio with 
gold. 

4. The peiLsion system. • 

What is tho attitude, of Mr. Olevoland 
so far as these issues are- obncerhed? He 
has been called updn officially to confront 

them all, and on no occasion, so far as 1 
know, lilts ho failed to make his position 
understood, or tugive tho osvrty of which 
ho was tho head i\ distiact, recognized 
and creditable lead. Ho has not shuflled 
or vacillated; ho, ab least upon these is- 
sues, has omitted tio uncertain sound. In 
action ho lias puraued'has been in agree- 
this respect the line of responsible public 
able cniitrast with that usually pursued 
by politicians, not only of the present, 
but of all time. Tho crying sin of cattle 
of that class, especially in these days ot 
many newspapers and much rajiid com- 
muoication, is their constant endeavor 
tocatoh quickly and to 'ri&'eoi correctly 
public sontiment, and neither to think 
nor tu speak for themselves. Contin- 
uallv playing a game of political choss 
and small jiarty tactics, they are very 
chary of enunciating any political priii- 
cijiles by wliieli they are prepared to 
stand or fall, unless such principles are 
time-lionored political- platitudes. of or- 
thodox party shibboleth. But such has 
not boon the practice of Mr. Clevolatid. 
In high public jiosition he has stood 
forth a clean-cut political character, n 
man with the courayo of his conviction-'.

'(From Our Own'Oonespondent) 
OrtAW A, July 2. — The fact that the 
House of Commons sot for 10 hours is 
oonolusivo that we have reacliod the fag 
end of tho session. During this week, 
al hough we have had two holiday.s, busi- 
ness has gone through with a rush, and 
the only thing to prevent prorogation 
taking jilaco within tho next seven days 
13 tho fact of the g ndemen of the Ujiper 
Chamber insisting upon their rights. 
Once or twice 1 have referred to a Gov- 
ernment measure which has been before 
tho Houao this session, namely, tho Bill 
consolidating tho Criminal Law. T^is 
bill is a bulky document which contains 
1,007 clauses, and, in addition, ovor 70 
pages of forms, the whole being com- 
prised in a volume of 334 pages. The 
c iinmons have disp sed of the Bill, and, 
despite the fact that it was referred to a 
.Joint Committee of both Houses for con- 
sideration, several changes havo been 
made in the diU'ereiit clauses, so 
much so, that in order to obtain a 
thorough grasp of tiio iiositioii iu which 
it now stands tho Bill requires to bo re • 
printed. Messieurs 1^ senateurs aro to- 
havo the Bill before them next week arid 
it is tho insistence of these gentlemen 
that tho volume shall bo reprintud which 
ia likely to delay prorogation. The 
senators are great sticklers fur formality, 
but one would think, in a matter of this 
kind wheio urgency is needed, and, more 
particularly,' as the best lawyers in tho 
Senate aro already acipiainred with the 
scope of the Bill, that no (dijection would 
have been raised if tho Premier had con- 
cisely indicated tho changes which have 
beeh made by tho Commons. But, no; 
tbts would not sufhoo, ond, forsooth, the 
Commons will have to wait until tho hon. 
gem leiiion in the Upper chamber have"" 
oirLfally digested tho provisions of tho 
Bdl. Ill adtlition to this measure, 
tlio U-'di.stributioii Bill h.as not 
reached the .S^;iiate, so that it ia ex- 
tremely likely the Commons will have to 
wait a day or two after their labors are 
concluded before tho senators complete 
their work. ' 

Tin; SKNSATION OK THE WEKK. 

Tho sensation of tho week has un- 
doubtedly been Sir John Thompson's 
castigation of Sir Richard Cartwright. 
1 have heard some memorablii* speeches 
iu the Canadian House of Commons, 
■iliecchea eloquent and impressive. Sir 
,)ohn Thompson's speech of the other 
evening cannot bo characterised as elo- 
quo it, but it was certainly iiniirossivc, 
so much so, that the- tinancial critic of 
the Opposition squirmed under it like a 
trodden worm. It was one of the most 
c;iustio utterances 'which I have ever 
heard, and tho general verdict, both of 
Grit and Tory is, that it was richly 
merited. As your readers aro doubless 
well aware Sir Richard Cartwright is not 
revered by many on tbu ministerial 
benches; in fact it ia questionable 
whether he is liked by the majority of 
those who sit behind him. His ven- 
omous tongue, his bad temper and lack 
of judgment h.vo done a great deal 
towards turning votes whitli other- 
wise might have been cast for tho Ile- 
formers, into a Conservative camp. The 
Hansard for years past has been occupied, 
column- after column, with speeches by 
Sir Richard Cartwright, all in the same 
strain, "the corruption of tho Govern- 
ment," "blue ruin," "decadence of the 
country ;" everything that could injure 
Canada in tho eyes of thu wtirld has been 
raked up by him and embalnu'd in the 
[lages of tho Ollicial Debates. Your 
readers need not bo reminded that only 
a few months ago Sir Richard summar- 
ized one of his speeches in the shape of a 
lo ter to the Lniidoii Ecoiioinisr, [lerhaps, 
the leading financial iiaper in tho world, 
but oven in the motlierhuid, Cartwriglit's 
reputation it so well known that his un- 
patriotic action had little ell'ect. The 
Economist letter created a good deal of 
ill-feeling in Parliament, and, coupled 
with the nasty remarks ho has let drop 
on two or three occasions, doubtless led 
the Minister of Justice to administer tho 
tongue-thrashing which ho gave to Sir 
Richard the other night. It is said that 
Sir John has been waiting for such an 
opportunity, and when tho opportunity 
did arrive he utilized it to the utmost 
limit. Never in my life have I heard 
anything more ell'ectivo. FortiOed by 
tho clieora of his supporters, tho leader 
of tho Hougo laid on with a will, the 
climax being reached when ho offered on 
behalf of the Government to furnish a 
bimus to any constituency to return Sir 
Richard Cartwright in the event of South 
Oxford desiring to'part company with the 
rueful knight. The s[ioech has been the 
talk of the lobbies, nay, I may say of the 
whole country. Reiiuesta for copies of 
tho Hansard have come in from all parts 
and none can bo had for either lovo or 
money. 

TUB INDEirNITY QUESTION. 

The feeling in favor of a permanent 
increase to the sessional indemnity cul- 
minated this week in a largo deputation 
of Conservative members waiting upon 
tho Government to urge that tho increase 
bo granted. They nuide out a fairly 
strong case but wore reminded by -the 
Premier of the serious nature of tho dd- 
maiid. An addition of §100,000 annually 
to the cost of legislation is a sum of 
considerable magnitude, nod if that 
amount were added to the vote for tho 
projKised Fast Atlantic Steanishij) ser- 
vice, there is no question but that the 
service would be a reality within a very 
short time. The pressure for the in- 
domnity upon the Govornmont is very 
strong and it may bo tliat Llioy will havo 
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certain that tbe ciDantry 'will aotrappruya 
of the Government's decision. - The 

Government, however, will have no 
alternativo in face of tho unanimously 
expressed wish of the House. For, 
a though no Reforinors iicconipanied tho 
deputation, it 13 undoratoud tliat, with 
the exception of Mr. McMullen, they 
are in thorough accord with, the -request 
which ia made. I notice that the St. 
John Sun, tho leading organ of .the Gov- 
ernment in N, B., to hand this -morning, 
enters an omphatic protest against the 
increase, and says if nieinbers of Parlia- 
ment had only shown to thu ministry 
how tho sessions of Parliament iniglib be 
shiiitened, in that way e.Kpenso might bo 
saved lo tli > reprcsontativus of tlio peo- 
ple and far better service rendered to the 
country. 

(IKIT l--liIENl)LINESH FOR U, C. 

A week or two ago the ox-Ministor of 
the Interior, Mr, " Philosnplior" Mills, 
raised tho question of tho right of B. C. 
to six repruseiitabivoa in tho flou.se 
Commons, and it was ■ tily after a littlu 
constitutional information bad boon sUp- 
|)lied him by Mr. Mara and Mr. Uorbould, 
that Mr. Jlilks took back what lie had 
said and repudiated any desire to deprive 
B. C. of bur just rights. This week al.-io 
Mr. Mills was tho first to raise tho quus: 
tion as to tho utility of die subsidy for 
steam commuiiicntiijii between San Fran- 
cisco and Victoria. He t(jok tho ground 
that the well-known legal maxim ajiplied 
in thif case, that where the reason ceases, 
tho rule ceases ; and if the Governniont 
C(mld make it clear, as he thougtit tlity 
could, that wliun the arrangement was 
made for the service with the B. 0. Gov-' 
eijiinont it was for the purpose of eatab- 
lisliing coinniunication between B. C. and 
other portions of thu Dominion, and ns a 
mor ! effective means of cominuiiication 
had been established that arrangement 
was at an end. Ho therefore suggested 
that a case mi^ht ho framed for submis- 
sion to thrSuproine Ooiirt, and if all the 
facts were stated he thought ifc could' bo 
shown that this arraniomeiit was oiitered 
into for a pur[)use, which purpose had 
been attJiined, and the ox[)eiiditure need 
not be continued. Mr. Frnsor, ini'iiiber 
for Guysboriaigli, and Dr. L:indorkin, 
wo other well known Grils, joined Mr. 
Mills in condemnatioh of the payment of 
tho subsidy. Mr. Foster, howovep, point- 
ed out that tho stipulations in tho terms 
of union with B. C. were very exiilicit. 
When an effort was made to cancel this 
contract three or four years a'g(5 tlio peo- 
ple of tho I'roviiice rigidly insisted upon 
Its being can ied out to tho letter, and 
the effort to 'abrogate tho arrangement 
fell throiighJ ■iTr. F- ster further point- 
ed out that it could scarcely bo said that 
tho service to San Francisco fulfilled no 
useful purpose. When Rlr McLelim w.is 
negotiating witli the company which ran 
the stetuuers to 'Frisco imdor the con- 
tract, thoy declared their willingness to 
keep on the boat even though tho subsidy 
.was not granted? Mr. Foster admitted 
that the circumstances had changed since 
the arrangement with B, C. was made,- 
but tho t^rius of tho conditicms made with 
the Provinco had rot changed ono iota, 
and unless the Provinco cliuso to chaiigo 
it, tho Dominion Guverninent had no jlI- 
teruatiVo but to continuo as usual. Ho 
expressed his preference tint the amount 
of the annual subsidy should be devoted 
to some more useful pur]ioso in B. C, 
such, for instance, as improving postal 
communication with other districts not 
well servrd. However, that was a mat- 
ter »hieh rested entirely --vith tho Prov- 
inco. The Grits did not havo the discus- 
sion all their own way as Mr, Gordon 
entered an emphatic protest against the 
proposition of Mr. Mills and Mr. Fraser. 
tie claimed that tho steamers were of 
great benefit to the Province and oxjires- 
sed his Buriirise that Miiyone should en- 
deavor t'j break the solemn comjiact which 
had been entered into. The subject drop- 
ped at this point, but tho matter is one 
which your people might watch with ad- 
vantaLTO as it is evident from the fact of 
the Grits bringing up this m'attcr nearly 
every year that tliey dueni tho subsidy 
wi lidrawn.

Some peoplo may, ]icrhaps, incliiio to 
the ii])iiii(iii that the nieinbers from your 
Province do not inako their v ices he;iid 
sullicieiitly in tho House uf Ooniiiioiis. 
Mr. Gordon this week has asserted him- 
self on B. C. matters and to considerable 
advantage. In supply, when a number 
of aiiiirojiriatioiia were being passed, the 
member for Vancouver district, took oc- 
casion to press tho claims of B. C, for 
better lighting. He made a strong claim 
for more lights for the harbor of Nana- 
imo. He pointed out that as far back as 
1872, when Sir Hector Langeviii visited 
tho Province, ho ruported upon the ne- 
cessity of lighting the entrance to tint 
harbor, but up to tho present it has 
been deoined moro important to Yv^hl 
other points leading to other ports. Mr. 
Gordon ar,i;ed the Govoriiinont to place 
two small lights as experiments in that 
Harbor next year, Mr, I'oster [jromised 
that light buoys and automatic buoys 
would probably be placed there, but Mr. 
Gordon insisted that this was not suUici- 
eiit, and that a lighthouse was really re- 
quired. He could not, however, get any 
further promiao than the Department 
would take tho m.'itter into consideration. 

Subseiiuently Mr. (lordon called at- 
tention tu the dismissal oE tlio fishery 
guardians of Vancouver Island, and 
wanted to know why no others hud been 
appointed. He reminded tho House 
that there are eight or ton valuable riv- 
ers ciiiitaiuing fish on Vancouver Isbiud, 
and twenty or thirty lluo lakes vvhoro 
fish havo been plentiful. Ho insisted 
that guardians sliould bo appointed to 
look after tho lisheriea at the ])r')|)er sea- 
son. Mr, Foster, who labored under the 
disadvantage of having to sped; for Mr. 
Tupper, who is now in England, said 
there was nn increase in this vote for 
British Columbia, which was, no doubt, 
intended to provide tor propur inspec- 
tion and ovurseora. Tho inspector for 
British C luinbia, ho added, had instruc- 
tions to employ what help is necessary to 
protect those rivers.

SUCqi'S MADNESS. 

The Italian fasting man has succumbed 
to the fate which ''many of his compa- 
triots anticipated for him — ho has lost 
his reason ;ind is now an inmate of the 
asylum of Saint Anno in Paris. It is 
not so long ago that he was in Londo 
repeating, or attempting to repeat, V. 
continuous abstention from food wi: , 
had procured him such notoriety in V\i 
enco and elsewhere. He broke dov 
will be remembered, and tho fail')' 
accomplish the self-imposed f^ 
on his mind, whjch.jit thebe.'P r .

don he repaired tb'PariBj: and^to - 
seems, such mental ' sanity iis lie pro- 
served gave way, and, after comporting 
himself in an obstreperous and even wild 
manner on the Boulevard dea Italiens, ho 
was removed by the Commissiiry of Po- 
lice, protesting that he was the "Emperor 
Cicsar." This was cn the night of the 
2Dtli ult., but some' days' .beforfe ho ha- 
been observed by his Parisian neigh- 
bors to be dejected, taciturn and troubled 
— ill the state, in ftct, which usually 
precedes nn tmtburst of . mania. At 
tho infirmary of the depot to which ho 
was taken by tho Commissary' his de- 
meanour became hourly more excited, 
and he passed the night in a furiously 
maniacal' c'orditiorl, shouting, gesticulat- 
ing and blasphoming in the polyglot dia- 
lect, of which ho is a master. Seen next 
day at noon by Dr. Garnier, ho was pro- 
nounced to bu l.vuiji'ilig 'Under tliu form 
of a mania knITU n as "religious persecu- 
tion," not actually dangerous to himse 
or to bystanders, but apt, in all likeli- 
hood, to bicomo so. This development 
of insanity is often a derivative from what 
Italian alienists classify as "mcgidoma- 
nia," — the madness of self exaltation, of 
which, in tho sprinu of 1888, when he 
performed his great festiiig feat in Flor- 
ence, h-j betrayed tho premonitory sym- 
toiiis. Those .who saw him at that time, 
watched night and day by relays of 
medical undergraduates in his room at- 
tached to the Iiistuto di Stuili Superiori, 
could not fail to detect tho deseased self- 
importanco which characterized his de- 
meanour and ccaiveraatioii, more partic- 
ularly when ho attempted, in the daily 
ride allowed him under surveillance, to 
cross the path of Her Majesty Queen 
Victoria, whose notice ho did everything 
to attract. No doubt tho nutrition of 
his brain was seriously nU'ected by his ab- 
stinence from food, nnd the inhibitory 
paresis that must in any case havo over- 
taken ihim was accelerated, if not actually 
invited,*by the. practice. We trust his 
fate will act hs a ' warning to those who 
would follow in his footstejia, and deter 
them from a repitition of feats which 
long ago yielded what ever scientific fruit 
they were cajiable of bringing forth.
